DECLARATION OF CONTRABAND 

No. 19 -E. —Whereas the security of India is threatened by aggression af Pak¬ 
istan and by the armed conflict initiated by it and it is necessary to specify the 
articles which are intended to be treated as Contraband of War, 

2. Now, therefore, the Government of India do hereby declare that during the 
continuance of this armed conflict or until the Government of .'ndio do give fur¬ 
ther public notice the articles enumerated in Schedule liereto will be treated as 
contraband of war. 

Government of India reserves the right to add, delete or modify the 
Schedule as and when it finds necessary. 

Schedule 

The following articles shall be treated as contraband of war: — 

1. Arms of all kinds, including arms for sporting purpose.^, and their dis¬ 

tinctive component parts. 

2. Projectiles, charges, and cartridges of all kinds, and their distinctive 

component parts. 

3. Powder and explosives specially prepared for use in war, 
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4, Gun mountings, limber boxes, limbers, military wagons, filed forges and 
their distinctive component parts. ' 

6. Clothing and equipment of a distinctively military cnaraoter, 

0. All kinds of harness of a distinctively military character, 

7. Saddle, draught, and pack animals suitable for use in war. 

8. Articles of camp equipment, and their distinctive component parts, 

9. Armour plates, 

10. Warships, including boats, and their distinctive component parts of such 

a nature that they can only be used on a vessel of war. 

11. Aeroplanes, airships, balloons, and aircraft of all kinds, and their com¬ 

ponent parts, together with accessories and articles recognisable as 
intended for use in connection with balloons and aircraft, 

12. Implements and apparatus designed exclusively for the manufacture of 

munitions of war, for the manufacture or repair of arms, or war 
material for use on land and sea. 

13. Surface to surface missiles, surface to air missiles, air to surface rockets 

and guided missiles and warheads for any of the above weapons; 
mechanical or electronic equipment to support or operate the above 
items. 

14. Any other class of materials or items as may assist the enemy in the 

prosecution of the armed conflict agaiir * the Union of India.
